NATURAL GAS BID IT. 


Hotel atarrln. at Flndlay. o., Searly 


I>e«tray«d by a Frlchtfal Bl- 


ploaton-Tn-o Killed. 


, 0., Jan. 19,—The first dis- 


aster rindlay has experienced from the 
use of natural gas ocsurred shortly be 
fore 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon, while 
the guests of the Hotel Marvin were 
waiting to be summoned to dinner. In 
the morning it was discovered that gas 
was escaping from a leaking pipe some- 
where into the dining-room, and Mr, 
Marvin, the owner of the building, 
with the plumbers, spent the entire fore- 
noon trying to locate the leak, At 
about 10 o'clock they entered a cham- 
ber underneath the dining room, and 
found such an accumulation of gas that 
they could not breathe, and it was sug- 
gested that a hole be sawed through 
the floor into the dining room in order 
to obtain fresh air. This was done, and 
just as the hole was made, one of the 
dining room girls, who was sweeping 
the floor, stepped upon a match, and in 
an instant an exploaion occurred that 
not only wrecked the building, but 
killed two girls and maimed and injured 
a dozen other employes. The force of 
the explosion was so great that it blew 
out the flame of the ignited gas, and no 
fire followed the awful ruin which the 
shook had caused. The whole oity was 
rooked, as if by an earthquake, by the 
concussion, and all the windows on the 
square were demolished. The wreck of 
ihe hotel building was all but complete, 
ihe only rooms in the house escaping 
destruction being the parlors and the 
office, 


When the work of removing the dead 


and rescuing the injured was begun it 
was found that Katie Walters, a wait- 
•ees, had been killed outright. 
Ella 


Johnson, a dining-room girl, was found 
alive under amass of brick and mortar, 
rat she died shortly after being carried 
to a plaoa of safety. 
Kate Booney, 


another dining-room girl, was also 
Fatally injured, but is alive. 
Frank 


oundstone, day clerk at the hotel, was 


painfully cut and bruised about the 
neck and face, but will recover. Anson 
Martin, owner of the building, who, 
with the plumbers, was under the dining 
oom floor when the explosion occurred, 
was probably fatally injured, as he in- 
haled a great deal of the Same from the 
;as. Albert French, porter at the hotel, 
was out on the neck and head, but will 
ecover. Frank Andrews, one of the 
proprietors, had his right eye knocked 
•at, and was seriously bruised about the 
ace and the throat. ; Charles Graves, 
>hilip Weil and Jack Onhill, theplnmb- 
rs, were painfully shocked and stunned, 
mt will soon be themselves again. This 
completes the list of casualties. 


The financial loss will be about $25,- 
00 on the building aud $10,000 on the 
nrniture, all fully covered by insurance. 
t is a question, however, whether any 
nsuranoe will be realized, as none of the 
estrnotion waa brought 'on by fire. The 
woprietors of the hotel, Mr. Frank An- 
drews and brother, of Bradford, Pa., had 
been in charge of the Marvin house only 
since January 1. 


At 9 o'clock another explosion oc- 
urred in the same place as the one iu 
be afternoon, setting fire to the already 
wrecked and badly-demolished dining- 
oom of the Marvin honee. The fire de- 
•arttneut waa quickly summoned, how* 
ver, and more serious damage was 
verted, The gas from the zniin pipe 
has finally been turned off.

Is the Weather Throughout All 


farts of Europe. 


BEBMN, Jan. 19.—Information from 


all parts of the empire is to the effect 
that the weather is intensly cold. Ow- 
ing to the calm, however, the cold is 
bearable. In the waters immediate to 
the vicinity of this oity the ice is 
eighteen inches thick. Between Bugen 
oad St. Lasnnd the sea, five miles ia 
width, is swsrining with sleighs and 
skaters, and small ponds arc frozen 
solid. 


Throughout Europe the weather ex- 


perienced is the most rigorous known 
for thirty years. In the Elbe a number 
of steamers have had their propellers 
wrenched off by the dashing of ice floes. 
Many vessels in the same stream have 
parted their anchor chains and are drift- 
ing helplessly about.

TWO 31EALS A DAY. 


A Custom That Promises to Become 


Generally American. 


A custom that is slowly but surely 


coming into favor in this and other 
cities is that of eating but two meals a 
day. A medical writer tells us that a 
hundred years ago it was the custom 
among the merchants of Edinburg to 
take a two hoars "nooning" for dinner 
in the middle of the day, during which 
time the shops were closed and all 
business suspended. It is quite hopu- 
less to attempt a resurrection of this 
good, old fashioned custom in these fast 
times; and the best thing that can be 
suggested is that no hearty meal should 
be taken during the active business 
hours of the day, unless at least an hour 
or two can be allowed after the meal 
has been taken to give the stomach an 
opportunity to get the digestive process 
well under way. A local physician

SENTEJE& 
reporter: 


"Two meals a day are in every way 
preferable to a larger number. During 
the noon hour I would recommend tak- 
ing an apple, a bunch of grapes, an 
orange or two, or some equally simple 
food to appease the clamoring of the 
stomach. Lating when tired and en- 
gaging in active mental or physical ex- 
ercise immediately after a hearty meal 
are two of the most common sins against 
dietio rectitude in our modern civiliza- 
tion, I have found in a number of cases 
of dyspepsia that favorable results came 
from the practice of eating lightly at 
noon and taking tho regular meal at 5 
o'clock, when the labors of the day were 
past." 


It is quite true that at the present 


time the two-meal-a-day plan prevails 
quite extensively in France and Spain, 
especially among the better classes. The 
inmates of the hospitals of Paris are 
supplied with but two meals a day. The 
same is true respecting tho soldiers of 
the French army. The Americans are 
adopting the custom, and Fort Wayne is 
in the procession.

mestic manufacture produced between 
the dates mentioned is maple sugar, 
To pay a bounty on maple sugar and 
not on other sugars, he holds, was not 
the intention of congress, for to do so 
would be paying a bounty on maple 
sugar for fifteen years and on other 
sugars which are not produced in the 
spring, but which mature in the sum 
mer and fall, for a period of only four- 
teen years, 


A VETERAN of the capitol, who h 


been a quarter of a century a sentinel at 
the senate door, says he never but once 
saw so much intoxication among the 
senators as was visible on the night of 
the triumph of the silver men.

DKATH OF >I1HTOK1A\ BAN- 


CROFT. 


George Bancroft, the venerable histor- 


ian, died at his hoise in Washington 
Saturday afternoon. He bad only been 
sick about two days and was out on the 
streets a few days ago. Thursday ho 
took to his bed, simply as a matter of 
precaution, but was taken seriously ill 
Friday. From that time until Saturday 
he failed rapidly, and all day he was 
hovering between life and death. At 3 
o'clock the doctor left thinking that Mr. 
Bancroft would live through the night, 
but before the hour was up he died. His 
end was qniet and peaceful and the first 
cause of death was simply the weakness 
of old age. His son was present at the 
bedsida when the aged historian died. 
His 
funeral 
will 
take 
place 
to- 


morrow at 11 o'clock from the St. John 
Episcopal church. The interment will 
be at Worcester, Mass., where Mr. Ban- 
croft's wife is buried. He was born 
October 3, 1800. He had been designed 
for the ministry and preached some ser- 
mons, but abandoned that profession for 
the pursuit of letters, Mr. Bancroft's 
most enduring fame will rest upon his 
"History of the United States from the 
Discovery of tho American Continent," 
of which the first volume appeared in 
1834. Mr. Binoroft had eirly associat- 
ed himself with the democratic party, 
and was in the lecture room and on tho 
stump a frequent and earnest advocate 
of its principles. In January, 1838, he 
was appointed by President Van Bnren 
collector of the port of Boston, an offiue 
which he held until the accession of 
Harrison in 1841, discharging its 
duties 
with 
marked 
energy 
and 


fidelity. In 1844 he was the demo- 
cratic candidate for governor of Massa- 
chusetts, but was not elected. 
In 


March of the following year he was 
called by President Polk to a seat in his 
cabinet as secretary of the navy, a posi- 
tion which he held until September, 
1848. His brief tenure of the navy de- 
partment was signalized by several 
needed reforms, and especially by two 
important additions to its usefulness— 
the naval school at Annapolis and the 
astronomical observatory at Washing- 
ton. Mr. Bancroft resigned his seat in 
the cabinet to acoept the appointment 
of minister plenipotentiary to Great 
Britain, where he remained until the 
simmer of 1849. In 1867 he received 
the appointment of minister plenipoten- 
tiary to Berlin. 
Upon returning to the 


United States in 1871 Mr. Bancroft es- 
tablished himself at Washington. 


He lived there iu a large, old-fash- 


ioned, double house on H street, in a 
fashionable neighborhood, and bis gar- 
den at Washington as at Newport was 
filled with choice roses, in which flower 
ha delighted. 
He regarded Ms life 


work as finished two years ago and of 
late had done no literary work. Daring 
the last decade he had revised his great 
work, the "History of the United 
States," going over it in severely critical 
style, and eliminating the flowers of 
rhetoric in the earlier work. His last 
production was a history of the forma 
tion of the constitution. He undertook 
to write a history of President Folk's ad- 
ministration, in whose cabinet he served 
a? secretary of the navy, but was com- 
pelled to abandon it

USEFUL INFORMATION. 


THE yery best nourishment for invillds 


tnd children is the juice pressed from 
» steak or mutton chop thoroughly 
trimmed aud broiled about five minutes. 
The meat for this purpose should b« out 
at least three-quarters of an inch thick. 
The juice may be extracted from the 
meat by a lemon squeezer or a meat 
press, which comes for thia purpose. 


^ THE little white worms which some- 
times make the earth in a plant jar look 
»3 if it is alive, can be driven out by 
stopping tho holejin the bottom of the 
jar, then cover the earth with water in 
which you have dissolved a little lime. 
Let this stand for several hours, and it 
is not likely that you will be troubled 
with the worms any more. 


A TEispooxiruL of borax, put in the 


last water iu which clothes are rinsed, 
will whiten them surprisingly. 
Pound 


the borax so it will dissolve easily. 
This is especially good to remove the 
yellow that time gives to white garments 
that have been laid away for two or 
three years. 


IF ink is spilled on colored goods that 


will not bear acids, soak them immedi- 
ately iu sweet milk boiled hot. 
Hot 


melted tallow poured through ink spots 
will also remove them. 


CARPETS should be thorougly beaten 


on the wrong side first, and the'n on the 
right, after which spots may be removed 
by the use of os gall or ammonia and 
water. 


HOBSEIUDISH cut in thin strips length- 


wise and a dozen or more of these strips 
placed on the top of each keg of pickles 
will keep them from becoming stale or 
moldy. 


FOE marks made by scratching

A layer of cells, placed beneath the 


epidermis—outer skin—all over the 
body, withdraws a coloring matter from 
the blood. These cells become filled 
with this coloring matter, and are called 
pigment, which means color. 


The Albino does not possess these 


cells, hence he is white, without color. 


The degree of color is due to the 


number of color-cells present in th» 
skin. 


Different parts of the body possess 


different degrees of color, the hair and 
the eyes having a local color of their 
own. 
Through some form of sickness, 


or debility of tho system, an abnormal 
spot may form, giving a peculiar ap- 
pearance to that part of the body. 
In 


these cases, the red blood cells disin- 
tegrate or break down at some place 
near the surface, leaving a dark dis- 
coloration. 


Degrees of color are caused more or 


less by exposure tothe sun and weather. 
Climate, hot or cold, also plays an im- 
portant part in darkening the color of 
the skin. 


A person's skin may be improved in 


gloss and fineness by the judicious USA 
of soaps and oils, just as a piece oi 
metal is kept in polish and smoothness 
by rubbing and burnishing. — Besi 
Things.

Tickets on the Pennsylvania 


THE 


Several days ago the secretary of state 


was directed to report to tho senate the 
condition of the nine constitutional 
amendments passed by the legislature 
two years ago. The amendments pro- 
Tide for increasing the terms of county 
andetate officers to four years, and to 
prohibit two successive terms; making 
able boilied men members of the militia; 
making a year's residence in the state 
neoessarjr to vote; increasing the num- 
ber of supreme court judges from five to 
nine, and increase the length of terms 
to eight years; paying legislators a fixed 
salary, and removing the limit to the 
length of sessions, and putting the reg- 
ulation of law practice into the hands of 
the legislature. Saturday the secretary 
replied that no report of tho amend- 
ments had ever been officially made to 
him, although the journal of the house 
of two years ago shows that the chief 
clerk of that body was instructed to re- 
port the amendments as required. 


The constitution provides that after 


joint resolutions, which is the form in 
which 
the 
amendments were put, 


have passed the general assembly, they 
shall be signed by the presiding officers 
of both houses, and be filed by the sec- 
retary of state. 
As the amendments 


have never been filed, and as Lieuten- 
ant Governor Chase says he never saw 
them and consequently never had an 
opportunity to affix his signature to 
them, it looks very much as though the 
amendments are not worth the paper 
they are written on. If they are again 
taken up they will probably have to be 
treated just as if they were up for the 
fhst time and two full years have been 
lost iu getting them before the people. 
Some senators, however, believe the 
amendments still constitutional, though 
not properly managed. 


Lieut. Governor Chase says nobody 


is personally to blame for the failure to 
comply with the constitutional require- 
ments in this cose. The amendments, 
he says, were passed through both 
houses on the last day of the session, 
when everything 
was in confusion. 


They were taken up rapidly, one after 
another, and it was so late when they 
were passed that it would have been 
next to impossible to have gotten them 
enrolled in timo to be signed by the 
presiding officers before adjournment. 


ID 1881 two amendments, one prohib- 


iting the manufacture and sale of in- 
toxicating liquor, and the other grant- 
ing to women the right of suffrage, 
were passed the first time." In 1883 
they were thrown out on the techni- 
cality that they had not been published 
in full in the journals of the houses. 


The senate temporarily disposed of 


the matter this morning by referring 
the secretary's communication to the 
committee on revision of the constitu- 
tion.

THE JLIMtULATVBK. 


Several days ago the secretary of stale 


waa directed to report to tho senate the 
condition of the nine oonstitational 
amendments passed by the legislature 
two years ago. The amendments pro- 
vide for increasing the term* of county 
and state officers to four years, and to 
prohibit two Bnooeesive terms; making 
ablo bodied men members of the militia; 
making B year's residence in the state 
necessary to vote; increasing the nnm- 
her of supreme court judges from five to 
nine, and increase the length of terms 
to eight yean; paying legislators a fixed 
salary, and removing the limit to the 
length of sessions, and patting the reg- 
ulation of law practice into the hands of 
the legislature. Saturday the secretary 
replied that no report of the amend 
ments had ever been officially nude to 
him, althoagh the journal of the house 
of two years ago shows that the chief 
olork of that body was instructed to re- 
port the amendments as required. 


The constitution provides that after 


joint resolutions, which is the form in 
which 
the amendments were put, 


have passed the general aaeembly, they 
shall be signed by the presiding officers 
ot both houses, ua be fited by the sec- 
retary ot state. 
As the amendment* 


have never been filed, and as Lieuten- 
ant Governor Chase says he never saw 
them and oonseqnentiy nerer had an 
opportunity to ami his signature to 
them, it looks very mnoh as though tbe 
amendments are not worth the paper 
they are written on. If they are again 
taken up they will probably hare to be 
treated jott as if they were np for the 
flint time and two fall years hate been 
lost in getting them before the people. 
Some senators, however, believe tbe 
amendments still oonstitutiona!, though 
not properly managed.
